COPE ARTS NOMINEE 
TO STUDENTS' COUNCIL 



Addressing a meeting of representa- 
tives of the various faculties in the Union 
yesterday afternoon, Mr. Irving P. Rex- 
lord briefly outlined the work undertak- 
en by the Federation of the 26 charities 
recently organized in Montreal. 

Mr. Rexford pointed out that from 
yesterday and continuing on to this Fri- 
day night, the Federation are running a 
campaign for $350,000. This sum is ;o be 
divided, in accordance with a schedule 
already completed, among 26 local 
charities. The activities of each of 
these 26 charities have been closely exam- 
ined by a number of experts, and the 
cause of each has been declared worthy 
by the in. 

Hitherto each Society has undertaken 
n campaign of its own, the Federation 
idea being a new one in Montreal 
amongst the Protestant societies. Under 
thc old system, the public was often call- 
ed upon to give to these charities, but 
under this new system these 26 charities 
will not be allowed to solicit individually, 
they receiving their quota of the general 
collection as predetermined. 

Another great drawback in the old sys- 
tem of collecting was the large expense 
entailed in doing so. A number of paid 
collectors were, as a rule, employed to 
colled the money pledged, ;hcy usually- 
receiving about 10 per cent of the amount 
which they collected. The collecting in 
this campaign is entirely gratis. One 
thousand citizens arc giving up their 
whole time this week to aid in the collec- 
tion of these funds. Also, under the old 
system, as a means of getting money 
with which to carry on. the societies gave 
dances and plays. Fully 50 per cent of 
the money realized at these affairs had 
to be paid out as expenses. 

The Federation system has proven its 
worth in many cities. Toronto, London, 
and Winnipeg, who adopted this Federa- 
tion system some years ago, have found 
it to be very successful. From year to 
year a larger number of charity agencies 
have been included in the registers of 
the various federations, the aim being in 
the various cities to include all charit- 
able societies, except those which arc dis- 
tinctly Roman Catholic or Jewish, as 
the committees in charge of this federa- 
tion is entirely English speaking Protes- 
tant. 

The constituent societies of the Mont- 
real Federation make race and creed no 
bar when it conies to giving aid. The 
University Settlement, for instance, 
serves mostly, the Jewish people, being 
in the heart of the Jewish section of 
Montreal. 

Mr. Rexford concluded his remarks 
by saying that in the past, about 200 of 
Montreal's citizens had born 75 per cent

The second meeting of the Economics 
Club will be held on Thursday evening, at 
which E. Ryckman Alexander, a. third 
year Economics student, will read a paper 
entitled, "The Development of Water 
Power in Canada." Alexander has spent 
considerable time in the preparation of 
bis paper on this timely subject', which is 
awaited with much interest. Water power 
will be discussed from an economic, not 
an industrial point of view, emphasis be- 
ing laid on the vast saving of coal from 
the saddling of water power. Of late 
years the development of water power in 
Canada has made enormous strides, and 
Thursday's paper is certain to attract a 
numerous audience. 

It is expected that Dr. Stephen Lea- 
cock, Honorary President of the Econo- 
mics Club, will be present, and will take 
a leading part in the discussion following 
the paper. The absence of Dr. J. C. 
Memmcon, Honorary Vice-President, 
will be greatly regretted. Owing to ill- 
health, he will be in the hospital for about 
one week, afterwards going home to rest 
lip for several months, resuming Ivy 
lectures in February. During Dr. Hcm- 
meon's absence, Dr. Leacock will take 
over his lectures. 



The fact that 'no reminder of last 
night's practice was printed in yester 
day's issue of the Daily, coupled with 
the fact that a number of inter-class 
games were scheduled for the same 
hour was no doubt the reason that 
the basketball practice held last night 
was so poorly attended. Only a lit- 
tle over 20 men turned out. Although 
last year's team is practically intact. 
Norm Livshin being the only member 
lost to it by graduation, "Art" Man- 
son was the only man on the floor 
who played last year. Crain and Lit- 
tle watched the practice from the side 
lines, as did Mendelssohn, who is suf- 
fering from a bruised eye. All these 
men will, however, he out tonight at 
a second practice to be held at 6 
o'clock in the High School gymnas- 
ium, University street. 

In a short talk before the practice, 
Coach Van Wagner emphasized the 
necessity of conscientious practice. It 
is a common thing, he declared, to see 
players throwing the ball around in a 
slip-shod manner and in general prac- 
tising loosely. This is bound to be 
reflected in their play in a real game, 
and consequently every man should 
make it a point to practice just as he 
would play in a game. 

"Van" then divided the squad into 
five teams, two of them taking the 
lloor for a while, then resting while 
the next two played. At the conclu- 
sion of each game the players were 
called together by the coach, and their 
weaknesses pointed out, most notice- 
able of which were charging and foul 
checking. 

Outstanding among the players last 
night were Manson, who showed real 
mid-season form at centre, and Slip- 
ritzen, who gave a very neat exhibition 
it home. The latter is a finished play- 
er who has had experience on several 
city league teams, and should make it

The Ontario Club at its meeting yes- 
terday afternoon decided to open its 
yearly activities with a smoker on 
Monday evening for which an excel- 
lent programme is being arranged.

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MODERATION 



It has been long recognized, at least on this continent, that the 
acquisition of knowledge is by no means the sole aim of a university 
course. That the book-worm is not a desirable member of the student 
body, and that students prominent in extra-curriculum activities are 
men to be emulated, are facts long ago accepted as part of the average 
collegian's creed. And we at McGill have certainly not been blind to 
:hese facts. Time and again in these columns support for all campus 
activities has been urged, and the development of an enthusiastic col- 
lege spirit enjoined. 

That this should be the current trend of feeling in universities is 
not in itself to be deplored. But unfortunately there is the danger that 
this idea stretch too far. In some colleges the academic standing of 
the institution has been seriously affected by this spirit. The campus 
athlete is often the popular hero while the brilliant student, though per- 
haps respected, is rarely envied. At many colleges more pride is felt 
in the existence of a "college spirit" in its most intense form than in 
the maintenance of a truly intellectual atmosphere. In short, there is 
a tendency in general towards over-emphasis of the extra-curriculum 
phase of college life, to the detriment of the intellectual side. This 
from no point of view can be desirable. 

At McGill, no such situation has presented itself as yet in anything 
like a serious form. And it is certainly not intended here that mani- 
festation of less interest in college affairs should be proposed to avert 
this danger. Moderation in this regard is a sufficient solution. College 
endeavours should by all means be accorded as much support as they 
receive at McGill, but the academic aim of a college course should never 
be lost sight of. Activities and studies need not clash ; one need not be 
sacrificed to the other. There is no man who deserves to call himself 
a student of McGill who cannot find time to be a loyal son of his Alma 
Mater in the full sense of the word. 

• It is a very fine thing to put good athletic teams on the field, or to 
nourish a splendid "college spirit" amongst the undergraduates, but if 
a'university does not send out into the world educated men it cannot 
lay claim to fulfilment of its mission. McGill seems a long way yet 
from allowing the pendulum to swing too far in this regard. McGill's 
academic standing has not been impaired. But it is at least worth bear- 
ing m mind that while the book-worm is condemned; the well-read man 
is not to be discouraged; while the athlete is acclaimed he is to be 
, condemned if he neglects his studies. The glory of McGill will be 
upheld in the outside world not necessarily by the man who has taken 
a prominent part in college affairs but by the well-proportioned man 
— the truly educated man. 



CONTEMPORARY OPINION 



Under the heading "The Real College Student." the New York 
Times, after commenting upon the tendency of college men to engage 
in multifarious social activities and to devote their time to outside in- 
terests to the possible neglect of academic pursuits, goes on to express 
itself as follows : 

"Perhaps a reaction long overdue may shortly manifest itself. To 
be most efficacious it ought to originate among the students themselves, 
and no one who knows the pervasive but latent idealism of our college 
boys can doubt that, once the movement started, it would spread rap- 
idly. Why should not something like an Oxford movement sweep the 
present academic generation? It would certainly not run along theo- 
logical lines, like its British precursor, but might be a return to stand- 
ards of intellectual seriousness. It would make the pursuit of knowl- 
edge actually come first in the life of the student, and a man's rating 
in the esteem of his fellows would rest upon the persistency with which 
he fought toward that goal. It would automatically solve the problem 
of too many students going to college. It is possible that the academic 
" Samurai might soon be able to dominate the college world, if they 
would but attempt it." 



' ALL COLUMBUS' FAULT. 



The Paris Temps, one of the leading 
French newspapers, which has long been 
skeptical as to the political, diplomatic, 
and literary ability of the American peo- 
ple, is now seriously beginning to wonder 
1 just what good Christopher Columbus 
did in sailing westward, and whether or 
not the discovery of America was a 
good thing for mankind. 
. The origin of cosmetics which is at- 
tributed to the misdirected efforts of 
Americans will, according to the Temps, 
be forever a black mark against- Colum- 
bus.. Their use is not only sinful for 
women, but a nuisance to men because the 
latter arc often deceived as to the con- 
twits of the box. America is branded 
by this publication as a modern Pandora 
emitting from its portals diseases which 
have wrought destruction on the rest of 
the world. 

But just as Pandora is supposed to 
have been of some value to humanity as 
the progenitor of women, so America is 
given some credit for her two real ac- 
complishments; the introduction of tobac- 
co and the invention of a new variety of 
cocktail. The Temps discounts the an- 
cient stories that Aristotle smoked a corn 
cob while formulating his rules for the 
syllogism, and that Aphrodite conjured 
«$> Men's deepest passions by lulling their 



senses with the sweet aroma of pipe 

leaves, 

The Tçmps may be right. Enmeshed 
and weighed down to the bottom by our 
infirmities, perhaps not even such achieve- 
ments as the discovery of tobacco and 
the making of new recipes for cocktails, 
the latter of which the law now puts vis 
in jail for drinking, can give us an cn 
cusc for our existence. If Columbus had 
only sailed the other way, the Indians, 
with their higher civilization, in addition 
to what we have accomplished, might 
have found some new drug, or brand of 
alcohol more satisfying even than the re 
cipc we have provided. Anyway, the In- 
dians arc a hardy people and would not 
have been guilty of inventing face now 
der, or bothering the world by new dis 
eases such as whooping cough.

The penalty 
which followed the holding episode 
seemed to take the punch from Harvard, 
and from that time the Crimson played 
a weak defensive game, and in the last 
two periods was never beyond its own 
35-yard line on the offense. The Brown 
forwards smothered nearly every Har- 
vard play and knocked down all but 
three of the forward passes, although it 
must be said that some of the Harvard 
tosses were of the schoolboy type, being 
burled indiscriminately about the field. 

On the other hand. Brown could get 
no nearer than Harvard's 9-yard line, 
although it had three shots as the Har- 
vard goal post, one of them scoring, an- 
other going wide and a third hitting an 
upright and carroming back into . the 
r icld. 

The first period was a kicking contest, 
with Hammond otttpuhting Meyers. Each 
side felt ous the other on rushing, but 
Uepl its best plays until later. Har- 
vard finally tried out an aerial, but 
Churchill, who caught the toss, was 
thrown outside for no gain. Hammond 
Ircw a long punt, which bounded out of 
hounds on Brown's 3-yard line, and on 
th: punt which follow id Chii chi'l cap- 
tured the ball on Brown's 31-yard line. It 
certainly looked like a fine chance for 
a march, but on the -second play Church- 
ill dropped the ball. 

Harvard's chance came in the second 
period, for Myers, in the Brown back- 
field, muffed a pun;' on his 45-yard line, 
and Hubbard recovered it on Brown's 
34-yard line. Hammond plunged through 
the Brown team for 11 yards and a first 
down. Churchill gathered in 5 more 
yards, and Coburn added enough to 
make it a first down on Brown's 15- 
yard line. 

It was Harvard's ball on Brown's 4- 
yar.d line. .Hammond made a yard. 
Churchill 2 yawls, -and then Coburn 
drove across the ^final chalk mark for 
what the spectators thought was a 
touchdown. 

But there was consternation when 
Referee Evans sent Harvard back to 
Brown's 10-yard line because one of the 
Crimson players, was holding. The de- 
cision seemed to take the life out of the 
entire Harvard team. 

After a short rush Hammond, one of 
the crack field goal kickers of the team, 
dropped back to Brown's 2S-yard line, 
but l the kick was a miserable one, the 
ball not even reaching the goal line. A 
minute or two later Harvard started an- 
other offense, and while 15 yards was 
made in six rushes, time slopped further 
progress. 

Brown started right in at the opening 
of the third period tn score, cither by 
rushing or kicking. Myers caught the 
Harvard kick-off, and was not stopped 
until he had reached bis own 35-yard line. 
On the second down, I lowette made 1 1 
yards, and Adams gathered in another, 
first down with the ball on Harvard's 
Harvard's 45-yard line. The Crimson 
rallied a bit, and Myers punted over the 
goal line. Harvard could gain but 4 
yards ic the first rush, and again Myers 
gathered in a punt and ran to Harvard's 
43-yard line before he was downed. A 
short penally was followed by a clever 
forward pass, Myers to Sweet, and the 
ball was on Harvard's 31-yard line. 
Three more rushes carried it to the 25 T 
yard line, and there Sweet tried a field 
goal. The ball his the upright and 
bounced off into the field. 

Myers made a fair catch in midficld, 
and once more the Brown machine was 
thrown into the high. After four rushes 
had been tried with only slight gains, 
Myers droppe'd back as if for a punt. 
The Harvard forwards rushed through 
to block the kick, but Myers stepped on 
one side and shot the ball to Adams far 
out on the wings, who made 15 yards be- 
fore he was stopped. A double and a 
triple pass gained another first down, on 
Harvard's 16 yard line, but four rushes 
only netted 7 yards. Here time was 
called for the period. 

Adams opened the fourth period by 
dropping an easy field goal from Har- 
vard's 18-yard line for the only score of 
the game.

With the same kind of a forward pass, 
McGraw to Captain Miller, on which 
Pcnn beat the Navy, the Red and Blue 
team on Saturday defeated Pcnn State 
on Franklin- Field, 7 -to 6. A baffling 
southpaw heave when State expected 
Pcnn to 'hit the line, coining in the mid- 
dle of the third period, found the Leb- 
anon youth alert and he picked it out of 
the air and ran 12 yards to the goal line. 

Hamer, whose failure to kick a placc- 
n.cnt j'.oa! deprived Pcnn of a lie score 
against Pitt a week ago, booted the ball 
squarely betwen the uprights, and it was 
good that he did, for a little later in the 
same period State scored a touchdown 
of its own on it beautifully worked for- 
ward pass, Palm to Harry Wilson. But 
Palm missed his try at goal 'and brought 
woe to the Pcnn State thousands in the 
north stand and joy to Pcnn's big cheer- 
ing section on the other side of the field. 

More than 48,000 persons saw Penn 
put over its first victory against State 
team since 1916. No games were played 
in 1917 and 1918, but the Bezdck coached 
teams were victorious in 1919, 10—0, and 
two years ago, 28— 7. ' 

It is little wonder that the Penn root- 
ers were joyful at the finish of one of 
the fiercest struggles ever seen between 
these two ••fighting rivals. Captain Mil- 
ler made a quick dash for Captain Bentz 
of the beaten Lions and shook his hand 
and before Poss could'gct out of the big 
jam he was surrounded by State players 
and a general handshaking followed. 

Pcnn's snake dance, which has not 
been in evidence since the- 'Navy victory, 
was restaged, the Red and Blue students 
pouring out on the field and marching 
back of their military band, whooped 
things up while Slate sat dumbfounded 
in the -north stand. If was the' second 
defeat of of the ycaV for the Nitany 
Lions, who hung up a three-year record 
of consecutive victories and tics, until 
the Middies stepped in and broke the 
streak at Washington several weeks ago. 

Twice during the 'game Hamer tried 
placement goals, and they missed by the 
narrowest margin. »Thc first try came 
in the opening period from the 27-yard 
line, and the second from the 41-yard 
mark, early in the final period. The lat 
ter kick was a beautiful effort, and miss 
cd die uprights by a foot. 
. Late in the final period Bcdenk, tire' 
183-pound right guard of Pcnn State, 
was badly injured in a scrimmage, when 
he dove under a big mass of players in 
trying to stop Craig, who had been sub- 
stituted for Langdon. Bcdenk suffered a 
slight- concussion of the brain, and af- 
ter bciti£ examined in the dressing room, 
was taken to the university hospital, 
where he was resting easily. 

Pcnn, aside from scoring- its one touch- 
down, was in a position to tally at least 
two other times, the first being soon af- 
ter the start of the game, when the Red 
and Blue held State for downs and 
marched from its own 44-yard line to the 
17-yard mark before Sttac braced enough 
to halt the procession Hamer tried his 
first placement gqal, but it went a little 
shy of the mark. State never threaten- 
ed the goal line in the first period, al- 
though Wilson made some spectacular 
runs off tackle. 

In .the second period Coach Heisman 
sent in George Sullivan to relieve Mc- 
Graw. The Penn stands started to yell 
for "Sully" to cut loose with one of his 
sensational runs, but State kept him so 
well covered he was unable to shake off 
the pack as in the Alamaba game.

Outplayed throughout and unable 
to stop a line attack which netted many 
first downs in consecutive strings, 
Syracuse managed to wrest a 14-7 vic- 
tory from Colgate at Syracuse in a 
contest that kept 25,000 spectators on 
edge throughout the game. 

A faulty pass back for a kick from 
Colgate's centre to fullback, which the 
latter fumbled on his own goal line, 
gave Syracuse its first score about the 
middle of the opening period. A 70- 
yard run by Zimmerman returning a 
long punt from Tryon brought the 
second. On this play Zimmerman ran 
along the chalk lines at the side and 
the Colgate players, thinking he was 
out of bounds, made little effort to 
stop him. 

Three times Colgate was within 
scoring distance after sifting at will 
through the Orange line and three 
times the field general called for a for- 
ward pass which in each case was in- 
tercepted. Once Colgate reached their 
opponents' 12-yard line, once the cigh 
teen and again the nineteen, when the 
attempted forward pass spoiled their 
chances for a win. The football play- 
ed by the Hamilton boys was far su- 
perior to that displayed by the Orange 
and they should have won on merit. 

Colgate's score came at the close of 
the final quarter, when a scries of line 
plunges by the fast hard-hitting backs 
took the ball down to. the Syracuse 
35-yard line. Then an end run netted 
15 yards and a line buck nine more. 
Tryon then filled in the rest of the dis- 
tance through the line and Welch kick- 
ed the point after touchdown. 

Colgate more than doubled the first 
downs taken by Syracuse and many 
of them were run off in quick succès 
sion. They swept down the field three 
times by tearing wide holes in the 
Orange line, which seemed powerless 
before the attack, and then lost by a 
change of tactics. Once in the last 
few minutes Colgate had a chance to 
score when Zimmerman fumbled Leo- 
nard's kick off on his own 4-yard line, 
but Anderson just managed to recover 
the ball for Syracuse and the game 
ended with the ball in Syracuse's pos- 
session on its own 12-yard line. 

Had Colgate continued its line at- 
tack instead of using forward passes 
at critical moments, the result probab- 
ly would have been different.

WOMEN STUDENTS 
OF [MILL MEET 

Representatives Draw Up 
Tentative Constitution 



The second meeting of the Montreal 
section of the Society of Chemical In- 
dustry was held at the Queen's Hotel 
last evening, Dr. A. R. M. MacLean, 
the chairman, presiding. A very in- 
teresting and instructive paper was 
presented by Mr. R. A. Witherspoon 
of the Canada Carbide Co., cntitlctl 
"The Manufacture of Calcium Car- 
Vide." The early stages of the indus- 
try were dealt with, and it is a point 
of. interest that the carbide industry 
was the second electro-chemical indus- 
try, to be developed, aluminium being 
the first. The first carbide was made 
by Noison, using a block of chalk, hol- 
lowed out in the centre as a furnace 
and having electrodes at the sides. 
This furnace could not be used on a 
commercial scale for obvious reasons 
md the lecturer dealt with the develop- 
ment of the modern furnace in a very 
Interesting way, showing what an im- 
portant factor the quantity of electric- 
ity, the voltage, amperage and the 
- . Airac.it flows, can be. Carbide was 
made some time ago in an electric fur- 
nace but it was rcali7.cd that unless it 
could be obtained in. the molten condi- 
tion and tapped it would not he a 
great success on the large scale — one 
reason for this was the formation of 
scale around the sides of the crucible 
and another was the fact that opera- 
tions had to be stopped and the cru- 
cible emptied from time to time. If 
the carbide could be obtained molten, 
it could be tapped from the bottom 
and no pause would be necessary. 
About ten years ago experiments were 
^.carried out at Shawinigan on these 
lines. At first 75 volts were used but 
■with no success. It was later discov- 
ered that with this high voltage the 
hot charge became a conductor and 
did not get hot enough to melt. The 
temperature required to melt carbide, 
by the way. is 2.200 degrees Centi- 
grade, considerably higher than that 
required in the manufacture of steel. 
An experiment was . then tn'ed with 
two furnaces in series using the same 
voltage. In this way each furnace was 
given about 40 volts and the experi- 
ment was a success. Carbide was ob- 
tained in the "molten condition and was 
• trpped off at the bottom. 

Another improvement which has 
come Pibout in the last twenty years 
is the preparation of raw material. 
Formerly i; was believed that the lime 
and coke had to be intimately mixed 
and finely pulverized before being ad- 
mitted to the furnace. This involved 
much expense and considerable loss of 
material. Now the lime and coke are 
broken into pieces from 1 to 2 inches 
in diameter and these arc. roughly mix- 
ed by flowing through « spout. In 
(this way only half the rtuv material 
[formerly used is found ne|cs»iry. 

. The main use of carbide is of course 
for acetylene lights. In the States 
there are 300.000 individual lighting 
■plants. In Ca?'ida there arc not so 
many, owing to climatic conditions. 
'Another use is in light-houses and a 
most important instrument is the Oxy- 
- Acetylene torch. Among the chemical 
\ products formed from acetylene arc 
f acetic acid, the fertilizers, cyanimidc 
and ammonium sulfate and also the 
important substance acetylene black. 
This is used as a tinting medium for 
paints and possesses peculiar proper- 
ties as a dccolourizer for sugar and 
also for water, although it has not up 
till now been used extensively for ei- 
ther of these purposes. 
' Dr. Ruttan conveyed a message of 
■ ' greeting from the president of the So- 
ciety of London to the members of 
the Canadian sections. lie also con- 
veyed his appreciation of the Society's 
it gift of $50 to he applied as a bursary 
for students entering their senior year 
in Chemical Engineering. Incident- 
ally this prize is being awarded to the 
student presenting the best essay em- 
bodying his practical experience dur- 
ing the summer. 

. Eighty members and guests were 
. present. Among the visiting members 
were F. J. Hamhly and V. Kitto, 
. of Ottawa, and Dr. Goodwin, of King- 
ston. 



The second meeting of the women 
representatives from the different fac- 
ulties and departments of McGill was 
held at R.V.C. last night. The bus- 
iness of the meeting w s chiefly dis- 
cussion, many points being brought 
up, the chief of which were what the 
membership of such a society should 
be, and of what the executive should 
consist. The representatives from the 
departments gave their views on these 
and other points, and spoke of the 
general feeling among the women stu- 
dents in favour of a society to which 
every woman at McGill would belong. 

The committee then drew up a ten- 
tative constitution, dealing with mem- 
bership' fee's and executive, etc. The 
claiiscs of this tentative constitution 
arc, however, merely suggestions, and 
the purpose in drawing it up is chiefly 
to give the women .students a few 
points to consider, so that when the 
time comes they will have some ideas 
and suggestions to give of their own. 
Copies of this will be placed in the dif- 
ferent faculties and departments so 
that every woman student may have 
an opportunity of reading it.

The Colin McArthur Co. report a 100 
per cent office staff contribution— the 
offirj boy giving S5. The Montreal 
schools have been addressed by some of 
the campaign speakers, and by the mem- 
ber of their school teaching staff. The 
school children were impressed in these 
addresses with their communal responsi- 
bility. 32 working boy in the Boys' 
Home on Mountain St. subscribed $125. 
This should indeed by ah example to the 
rest of the community.

Princeton won the first annual trian- 
gular cross-country race with Harvard 
and Vale over the six-mile Belmont 
course recently, with 30 points. Har 
vard surprised its followers by taking 
second place with 45 points, while Yale 
came in last with 02. Conditions were 
very good for cross-country running. In 
the dual freshman race between Harvard 
and Vale, the Crimson sprang a big sur- 
prise by winning with 18 points, Vale 
following with 37. Harvard followers 
arc now predicting that their freshman 
team will come pretty close to winning 
the intercollegiate freshman champion- 
ship later this month. 

Mead Treadwcll, of Vale, was the in- 
dividual winner in the varsity race, cov- 
ering the course in 33m. 18s. Ridcuour 
P.aymond '24 of Princeton, was a close 
second in 33m. 25s., and R. A. Lutz 
'23 of Harvard was a close third in 33m. 
36s. M. K. Douglas '24, the Yale vet- 
eran star, finished seventh, while Capt. 
E. C. VanderPyl '23 of Yale, had to 
drop out. 

Raymond, of Princeton, held the lead 
during the first mile with Lutz of Har- 
vard running second. They held the 
same positions on the second mile. At 
the third mile Treadwcll moved up into 
first place with Raymond staying second 
and Lutz in third position. The order 
remained the same over the fourth mile, 
but on the fifth mile Lutz took the lead 
with Raymond second and Treadwcll 
third. Nearing the end of this mile, 
Treadwcll moved back into first place, 
with Raymond following him closely, 
and Lutz dropping back to third place.
